af Plan for affording Relief to the Iadigent Blind. 











THoY who have alwavs enioved the invaluable ble 
fusig of fight, can underftand the greatnefs of its lofs only 
by retle@tion > And yet it may caiily be imagined, that 
the condition of blindnefs, even when accompanied with 
il the comforts and conveniences of aifuence, is truly 
mtlancholy ; how fevere then muft be its diftreties, when 
eilocig:ed with poverty ! But even this complicated mis~ 
fortune, like ail other calamities which befalour nature, 
wimits of alleviation: it is the duty, therefore, of all 
who cam, to alleviate it ; for it ts the duty of all to do 
ali pefible good :—not to mention the fublime pleafure 
which will refult to the mind from gratify ing its benevo~ 
tence towards this unfortunateand negle&ed clafs of our 
felloa~creatures. 

Thiece objects are to be aimed at in affording relief to 
the blind poor: . 

Fi-f, To foraith them with fome employment, which 
my prevent them from being burdens to their family and 
the cummunity, or at ieaft, render them lefs burdenfome: 

And, Secoud'y, Vhat the employment be fuch, as gearly 
to engage the mind without fatiguing it, and by divert- 
© attention of the blind from their uahappy lot, 


e 


And, Lagly, That they be fupplied with firch a portion 
of religious knowledge, as may recoacife-them to their 
fituation, and teach them to be ealy and contented :—~ 
and tothis end, that they may be made acquainted with 
thofe parts of the Chriftian fcheme in particular, which 
are be& adapted toatford then: confolation, 

To aniwer thefe three views, afchool will be opened, 
ia which they will ve. infruced in mufic, that they may 
be enabled to become organifts, and toteach mufic, if 
they are found capable of learningic; and all will be 
tancht either the art of making whips, or fome branch 
af the cotton or linen mahufuctery, &c.—And, lafly, 
they will be tanghi their prayers, and infteucted in the 
ductrinés and dutics of Chriftisnity every Saturday. 

As many may be difgualified by age, isfirmity, &c, 
from learning any of theft arts, oc frem receiving any 
benefit from the inftiturion,—it is propofed to aiford them 
fome pecuniary afliftance ; in the diftribution of which, 
attention will be paidto the moral! character of the objects, 

When the pupils have, learnt their refpective arts, and 
begin to practife them, and carn money, it is intended 
that the blind fhall enter into an affociation for the relief 
of themfelves and families when difabled by ficknefs or 
age; in the nature of the Marine Sociery, andthe Friend- 
by Societies, which are found fo ufeful in various parts 
6f the kinsdom, andfromall which aflociations they are 
at prefent excluded. 





Some Particulars relative tea Plan, &e. 
I. Thatan advertifement be put inio tre Liverpool pa~ 
pers tocall the indigent blind tegether, to atk which of 
éliem will accepi the offer, and to diftribute them inte 


elailes of learners of mutic, learners of mechanie arts, | 


and fach as are difqualitied for any art. 

Il. Yhat feveral rooms be engaged; one forthe Blind 
inftracted in mafic, the reft for thofe who are taught the 
other arts. 

Ill. That thefe be fele€ted who are likely to learn mu- 
fic in fuch a degrre, as may qualify them to become or- 
ganiits, and to t¢aah mufic.

Fhat the blind be fupphed with work by the man- 
agers of the inftitution ¢ who are to puy to cach bliad 
artificer the whole gains atiling froin his labour. 

XI. That prayers be campofed for the ufc of the blind, 
adapted to their pectultar fituation; that they be taught 
thele prayers and their duty eévery Saturday; and on 
Sunday, that thofe of the eftabliihment yo to #. Jonn’s, 
where feats will be provided for them, and thete who 
diffent from it, go in a body to their refpeCive places of 
public worihip. “ 

XHI. That after learning their trade fix months, the 
biind be incorporated into a fociety ¢ach of whom is to 
contribute two-pence weekly trom his gains, us a provi~ 
fion for himfelf in old age of ficknefs; that he may, when 
60 years old, or difabled by difeafe, receive thice or four 
fhillings weekly, io proportion as the Affociation-box 
wiil afiord.: To inereaie this fund fot age and infirmity, 
Gentlemen will be folictted to contribute to this Bie 
Friendly Society; which, itis hoped, will exhibit 2 model 
to fiame inte frugality, indoftry, and pradence, thofe 


alftheir other orguns in full perfection, and yet choofe 
meaniy to live on common alms. 

XIV. That an annual report be made of the expenditure 
of the money, and the good effefted during the year ; and 
that when the iuftitation iseftablifhed andfewnd bencficial, 
the plaa when corrected, and amended by experience, be 
publifhed te produce imitation in other places. 

XV. That the money collected be aber in abank, 
and fecured to the public by appointing Traftces. 

From the whole, it will be feen that the ettabiifhment 
is intendedto affordrelief to all ;—to the voungett, as foon 
as they can learn mutic, which may perhaps be at abour 
nine years of age 5—te the middle-aged, by teaching them 
jome art by which to entertain their minds, and ‘o gain 
ait honeft living ;--and to the old who are unable to 
learn any thing, by affording them fome affiftance, in 
clothes, money, &c.~and that one great object of this 
fafticution is, to attend to the morals of the biind of all 
ages, efpecialiy the young.

rand makes if up: Fourblind girls and a boy learn to play 


upon the harplichord :—two make woolen mops: eight 
oid blind people pick oakum for caulking fhips, fix make 
bafkets and hampers, and cover bottles with Wicker for 
exportation : two make rope bears. 

There is great reafon to hope that a neighboring tawn 


; will, follow the example ;—a town which enjoys peculiar 


advantages in her manufactures for giving employment 
te*the indigeat blind ; and it is expected that the town 
alluded to and Liverpool will divide the blind poor of the 
county of Laneafter. 

It is much to be wifhed that thefe inftitutidns may be- 
-come general. Almoft every thire in the kingdom has 
one or two capital towns, which may ealily difcover lecal 
and peculiar branclies of manufacture to employ all the 
‘blind of cach county ;-—indeed, bafket-making, mop- 
‘making, {pinning of yarh, knitting, mufic, &c. may 
ifuit every country. And thus a clafsof our fellow- 
‘citizens, who have hitherto been only burdenfome to their 
‘friends, and unhappy becaufe unemployed, may be ren- 
‘dered ufeful members of fociety, and made happy in 
‘themfelves by being relieved from extreme poverty, and 
(what is worfe than poverty) that languor and tedium 
vita, which muft, at mcft. hours, inteft minds that are 
vacant, or employed only in brooding over their own 
misfortune.
